We failed from Surinam, called Paramarebo, and put 
the five Soldiers on Shore, which were puton board of 
ys(not ro land any of our Cargo) below, at the new 
Fort, at the River called Coitica, and the Fort Amfter- 
dam. We expected to get no farther that Tide, but 
Wind {prung up, and Capt. Ledain faid it would be bet- 
tet for us to proceed down from Bram Point, to cut 
fome Wood, that we might go aw y that Night; but rhe 
eootinued till next Morning, when we got ome Wood 
on board: This was on the iſt of June. By 9 o’Ciock 
the Tide of Flood being done, we weighed, and drove 
qut with the Ebb. At 12 0’Clock Bram Point bore S. 
by B. diftance about fix Leagues. We then ftood to the 
North till fix at Night, when we tacked, and ftood to 
the South rill ten; then tacked again to the North; and 
#11 o'Clock, as I jay in my Cabin a-fleep, I beard a 

Cry of Murder feveral times, I ftill being in a Dofe; 
— to my great Surprize, found that the three 
Portuguefe Negro Sailors, that we had on board, had 
rifea upon the Captain and Merchant, and {tabbed them 
ina moft inhuman manner in their Cabins, as alfo the 
Merchant's Clerk ; whereupon I was coming upon Deck, 
wnd afcending the Ladder, 
When I came upon Deck, I faw the Merchant weltring 
it bis Blood, and the Captain abaft, crying, 1 am dead, 
Ium dead! whereupon the Villains flung bim over- 
board firft, and then the Merchant. The Apprentice Boy 
being frighted, weat up the Shrouds ; but they foon or- 
der'd him down, and as he was coming, they dafhed 
out his Brains, and threw him over-board alfo. 

They then went to fearch for the Merchant’s Clerk, 
Who was all this Time hid, after they had ftabbed him, 
ami found him in the Run of the Vefiel; whereupon 
they dragged him our, and hove him over-board. They 
illo tabbed the Boat{wain in feveral Places, but did not 
quite kill him ; they faved alive alfo the two Lads that 
were on board.
